"There is. however, every sign tbat the 


Free Staters are anxious to give np. and 
it would not IK- surprising if the war col- 
lapsed quickly, for though there are no 
definite indications of the feelings of the 
Trausvaalc-rs ninny stories are afloat to 
the- effect that they arc anxious to cease 
lighting." 


Tho opinion is held by some here that 


Miner's mission relates to the forming 
of a temporary administration for the. 
Free State. The whole of the southern 
Boer lepublic, according to dispatches, is 
believed to be willing to submit. It is not 
thought probable here that the negotia- 
tions referred to concern the Transvaal 
government. 


From Bloemfontein come reports of 


free Staters surrendering aud returning 
to their farms and of the Ilritish forces 
accumulating stores and making prepa- 
rations for the next step iu the campaign. 
North of Lord Roberts' headquarters the 
Boers are busy in the destruction of 
bridges and culverts ou the railway. 
Three bridges have been blown up, one 
over the Modder river 14 miles north o£ 
Bloemfonteiu, another at the Vet river 
between Braudfort Station and Venters- 
berg and the third over the Valsch river 
immediately in front of Krooustadt. The 
Transv-aal Boers arc reported to btv de- 
termined strongly to oppose the British 
advance at tac- latter point.

the surrender of numerous bodies of Free 
Staters. 


Trninn Ran to Blocmfnnieln. 


The establishment of a train service 


between Cape Town and Bloeint'ontein 
shows conclusively that Lord Roberts 
has made himself the actual master of 
the Free State territory viest and south 
of BloemfonUMii. 
He is in effective mili- 


tary occupation of more than half the 
total area of tbc republic and has i educ- 
ed the Free State army to a mere contin- 
gent of the Transvaal forces. 


There arc many signs that General 


Bullcr is preparing to move.

Manage Domestic Affair*. 


It may be interesting to note how Eng- 


lish people live in India. Those that have 
been used to a climate like < ours cannot, 
without great danger and sacrifice, live 
as the natives do, so they , adopt a style 
that prudence and experience havo sug- 
gested as best suited to the conditions that 
exist there. 


In nearly all the larger cities the houses 


of tho Europeans nre found in the sub- 
urbs, surrounded by large plots-of ground, 
often four or five acres in extent. Thus 
the noisome smells of the tihicfcly crowded 
native city are in a measure .avoided, and 
one is shut out from the peculiar noises 
and cries and thrumming of1 oriental in- 
struments of music and tho'clouds of dust 
that continuallv swell uprtrom the great 
cities 


The houses occupied by tha Europeans 


are usually built on a pilau that will al- 
low of lofty rooms and ample ventilation 
They are only one story high and have a 
large veranda across the front and rear 
Thus the hot sun is kept out and free cir- 
culation is allowed.

small house, all by itself, at one sido of 
the dwelling house or in the rear.

The 
matter of expense is not a serious matter 
to the wives of European officials, who

The frigate pelican, or man of-war bird, 


is usually found between the tropics 
Al- 


though when stripped of its feathers it is 
hardly larger than a pigeon, yet no jnan 
can touch at the same time the tips of its 
extended wings. The long wing bones 
are exceedingly light, and the whole ap 
paratus of air cells is estremely developed, 
BO that Its real weight is very trifling 
It 


flies at a groat height above tho water, 
and from that elevation pounces down on 
fish, especially preferring the poor, porso 
cuted flying fish for its prey. 


According to some authors, tho name of 


man-of-war bird was given to it because 
its appearance was said to foretell the 
coming of a ship; probably because tho 
frigate pelican and real frigates nro equal- 
ly averse to storms, and both like to come 
into harbor if the weather threatens. Un 
dcr tho throat of the frigato pelican is a 
large pouch, of a deep red color, which 
can be distended with air at tho pleasure 
of the bird. The pouch is larger and of a 
rnoro brilliant red in tho male than in his 
consort, and the general plumage of the 
female is not so bright as that of the male 


Although its swiftness of wing and 


general activity enable it to snatch a ftsh 
from tho surface of the water or to pounco 
upon tho flying fish before it can again 
seek Uio protection of its native element 
yet it too often uses its powers in robbing 
other birds of thoir lawful proy. It is en 
ablod, in some mysterious way, to find its 
way home by night, even though it may 
be iOO or 500 miles from lancl Tho length 
of the male bird is three feet and tho ox 
panso of wing eight foot.

cise much care in order that the iiibunl is 
not raised to the temperature known as 
"blue heat." In case this point is reached, 
they do not work the metal until it cools 
a little, as working at tbis pitch makes 
tho articles brittle, and in somo instances 
has rendered them worthless. Blno heat 
does not appear to injure tho metal if it is 
allowed lo remain undisturbed until it 
coois.
